A POINTED PASTORAL. 

DUBLIN, November 24.—A_ pastoral of 
Archbishop MeCabe was read in all the Cath- 
olie churches, yesterday, declaring that all 
must take part in bearing the burden of bad 
harvests in Ireland. but they must take care 
not to drive God from their side by violating 
hislaw. The pastoral also says: ‘*Unfor- 
tunately, men proclaiming sympathy for the 
people are disseminating doctrines which, 
if pushed to their logical conclusion, strike 
atthe roet of God, faith and mutual confi- 
denee.’’ 

VISITING THE PRISONERS. 

Charles S. Parnell will visit Davitt and Daly 
in the Sligo jail to-day. The report is current 
that the Government has arranged to advance 
money to tenants on the security of their land- 
lords, to be repaid inaterm of years. Par- 
nell denied the statement. He has advised 
tenants never to pay their rents. 

ARRAIGNED. 

SLIGO, November 24.—Davitt, Daly and 
Killen, arrested last week and lodged in jail 
here, were charged before a magistrate to-day 
with sedition. Monroe, the Queen’s coun- 
sel and Crown law adviser, conducted the 
prosecution. The inquiry will be very pro- 
tracted. Parnell and a number of 
priests were in court. There was 
no demonstration. The prisoners 
were brought tothe court under heavy escort. 
There is a great crowdin Sligo. Extra police- 
men have been drafted. 

Monroe, in opening the case for the prose- 
cution, pointed out that sedition meant, not 
only open violence, but anything cal- 
culated to i meite disaffection or to 
set one class against another. He 
then proceeded to call the _ evidence. 
rea, solicitor of Belfast, and himself at one 
time a political prisoner, defended Killen. 
The prisoners all looked well and 
chatted uneconcernedly. The court room 
was crowded, although tickets were necessa- 
ry tosecure admission. Mr. Louden, coun- 
sel for Daly, applied for a copy of the notes 
which the Government short-hand writer had 
taken atthe meeting. Theapplication was 
granted.

THE FINALE TO A FEUD. 


Murder of Two Brothers by a Couple of 
Blood-Thirsty Wretches Similarly Re- 
lated. 

VIRGINIA, KANE CO., ILL.,November 24,— 
One of the most unprovoked and cold-blooded 
murders ever chronicled was committed Sat- 
urday ata farm some ten miles north of this 
place. The victims were two German broth- 
ers named Ejichenand. They were husking 
corn, when John N. and Robert Taylor, also 
brothers, came along on horseback. They 
dismounted, saving they were going to settle 
a feud which had existea between the fami- 
lies. Immediately they began stabbing one 
of the brothers, who fell witha knife thrust 
through the lung. They then turned upon the 
other Eichenand, who being unarmed at- 
tempted toesecape. They caught him and 
plunging a knifeinto his neck severed the 
jugular vein. One brother died soon after 
and the other was dying last night. The 
murderers escaped. Officers are in pursuit. 


Sentenc ed for Life. 

TRENTON, N. J., November 24.—The case 
of Graham, the confederate of Hunter in 
the murder of Armstrong, at Camdem, was 
disposed of to-day in the Supreme 
Court. Graham pleaded - guilty 
to murder in the second degree 
and the plea was accepted by the Attorney- 
General. The Chief-Justice addressed Gra- 
hem and said if any man ever deserved 
hanging,he (Graham) did. He was then sen- 
tenced to State’s prison, at bard labor, for 
twenty y ars.

NEW YORK, November 24.—A _ dispatch 
from Washington says: General Grant, in a 
letter to Admiraj Ammen, acknowledges the 
reeeipt of a letter from the Admiral in regard 
to the mission of Thomas De Franco, repre- 
sentative of the Nicaraguan Government, 
who bas eome to this country to aid in the 
formation of a company to construct the Ni- 
caraguan Canal.

It has 
tables of the resources and liabilities of the na- 
tional banks from the organization of the sys- 
tem in 1863 and for the last four years, the cap- 
ital and deposits of State banks, s:«vings 
banks and private bankers. The report dis- 
cusses the relation of bunks to the Government 
in the refunding of the public debt and the re- 
sumption of coin payments, and gives tables 
flowing thecostof retanding in tnis country 
and in France,and of the British debt into Eng- 
lish consols from 1793 to 1856. It devotes separ- 
ate chapters to subjects of taxation, reserve, 
illegal ceytification of checks, cost of settle- 
ment of affairs of insolvent banks, surplus 
dividends and, losses of national banks, 
and gives the rates of interest in New York and 
in England toraseries of years, coin heldby 
our banks and by the Bank of England andthe 
Bank of France for ten years, and other infor- 
mation.
